RAILROAD BUILDING IN

It seems altogether likely that the re- 


new! of railroad, building throughout 
the undeveloped territory of the West, 
will result in giving Nevada several 
hundreds of miles of new road, and not 
only aid in developing what little there is 
to develop in this State but secure Bnen 
communication with contiguous sections 
as will materially enhance toe busi- 
ness of this section. The construction 
of the Ovf rland railroad-gave the State 
452 miles of road. Previous to that 
time there was nothing except the T. & 
T. road from Virginia to Carson, built 
mostly for the purpose of carrying ore 
to the mills along the Carson river. In 
1872 this road was extended to Beno. 
Two or three years later a narrow gauge 
road was built from Palisade to Eureka, 
a distance of 90 miles. Last year wit- 
nessed the completion of the narrow 
gauge from Battle Mountain to Aurtiu, 
another 90 miles. Then comes the Car- 
sou and Colorado railroad, now in 
course of construction from a point or 
the V. & T'. midway between Carson 
and Virginia to Candelaria, another 100 
miles. Bat work is not to^stop on this 
road, bat will continue for another 100 
miles to Silver Peak, with the probabil- 
ity that when that point is reached 
work will be pushed ahead until the 
Colorado river is reached, and connec- 
tion made with the Southern Pacific 
road, giving Nevada a direct connection 
with both of the trans-continental rail- 
roads. It is not impossible also that at 
an early day we shall have connection 
with the third great Overland road— 
the Northern Pacific—for once the con- 
templated road north from Beno is 
started, we do not believe it will stop 
until the Northern Pacific is reached. 
The possibilities thas opened to the 
mind are quite enchanting. Aside from 
all this word is given out that the Ne- 
vada Central is to be extended 80 miles 
south from Austin immediately, and 
there is no knowing but that the Eureka 
and Palisade road will branch out for 
the extreme southeastern portion of the

ings were $503,065,505, and the net 
earnings $185,506,438. 
The inference 


is that from 1875 to 1879 competition 
has caused a great reduction in rates of 
transportation and that there has also 
been a considerable augmentation in the 
item of debt bearing interest. The rail- 
ways in the Western States ure credited 
with 43 per cent of the grand total of 
gross earnings in 1879, and with $88,- 
961,000, 40% per cent of the net earn- 
ings.

GRANT IN 
BBQ.UEST.—The Herald 


says: 


Colonel Gordon, who has been a very 


sensible adviser of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and who is very anxious to pre- 
vent the outbreak of a war between 
China and Russia, has hit upon a happy 
idea. Remembering tbe favorable im- 
pression which General Grant made 
upon the Chinese statesmen whom he 
met during his tour arouud the world, 
and also that there has long been u 
friendly feehug in Russia toward Amer- 
icans, he proposes that the two Powers 
shall submit their differences to the ar- 
lutraliou 
of General Grant. 
They 


might easily do a great deal worse, and 
could not easily do better. 
The Gen- 


eral would be an entirely impartial arbi- 
trator. He is known as a lover of peace. 
He would have neither personal nor na- 
tional interest .to warp bis judgment, 
and his decision would be respected by 
both parties to the dispute. To ask 
him to become arbitrator would be, it 
strikes us, the happiest way out of a 
quarri-1 by which neither of the two 
Vowers, if they go to war, can hope to 
gam anything except crippling losses. 


ELKO RAILROAD.—An Elko corres- 


pondent of the Enterprise writes the 
annexed: 
' 


There has been recently some talk of 


organizing a narrow gauge railroad com- 
pany under the existing laws, for the 
purpose of making n preliminary and 
locating survey of a narrow gauge rail- 
road from Elko northward, via Tnscn- 
rorn; Ihencb to .White Rock and Duck 
Valley; thence to Silver City, passing 
through Boise and terminating at or 
near tbe new-discovered mines of Wood 
ri ver. It in believed by those acquainted 
with the country that a good route can 
be found, and if a company is organ- 
ized and proceed to make the necessary 
surveys, with plats or diagrams of 
route, wt h tables of statistics showing 
nil of the important facts as to grade, 
curvature, estimated cost of building 
and rolling stock; also showing popula- 
tion of tbe several towns and county 
generally, together with the mineral and 
other resources, with the probable ^n- 
uratse of business from future develop- 
ments, that such n showing would in- 


payments required from these roada 
under the Thorman Act. 


In the course of a speech delivered at 


the American Legation in Paris, July 4, 
1880, Governor Stanford, President of 
about all the railways in this State that 
pays anything, felicitated his country 
and the civilized and bread-consuming 
nations of the Old World upon the fact 
that "the reduction in our rates of 
transport is a feature in our commercial, 
status wdrlby of attention," and he il- 
lustrated by the statement that a "barrel 
of flour," which in his experience cost 
75 cents freight from Buffalo to New 
York, now goes from Chicago to Liver- 
pool at uo greater cost. It is clear from 
these latest railway statistics, presented 
in Poor's exhaustive Manual, that there 
has been a vast reduction in tbe cost of 
tranxportatiou over the groat trunk linen 
of railway in the Uuited Stutes east of 
the Rocky mountains withiu the last 
six or seven years—a reduction that lias 
almost kept even pace with the increase 
of tonnage on those roads, ami which 
in a great degree accounts for tbe eu»r- 
mous growth iu volume of American ex- 
ports of breadstuff* and provisions. For 
example, the Manual shows that iu 1879 
thirteen of theso great trunk lines, 
tapping the Western States nod leading 
into Boston, New York, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore, did about one-ioartli 
the business of all the railroads iu the 
Uuited States, their tonnage that vear 
being 67,092,519 tons, ugamit 45,657,- 
002 tons in 1STJ| and that their earn- 
ings from freight were but $4,310,000 
mure in 1879 than in 1873, or less (hah 
4' per cent increase, though tha tonnage 
increase was over 47 per cent. It is 
worthy of note that none of tbe Pacific 
railways are included 111 the list. 
It is 


to be hoped they will all be when the 
Northern Pncinc, Atuhisou, Topeki nnil 
Santa Fe, und the Tbxas Pacific «ball 
enter tbu list of Pacific roads us compe- 
titors for a tonnage th tt sucu competi- 
tion would in a. few years increase four- 
fold, to the great benefit of all the Pa- 
cific States aud Territories. 


The United States and Territories
